The escape waa made in a hold 
mjaner hy shooting three guards, and 
slisr scaling ihs w«ls wku a ladder, 
int. fugitivoa made for the woo3e.

Take a stost 
cork from a botUe,.dip It Into the knife 
powder, which must be previously 
moistened. Place the knife flat and 
rub tt with the cork. In a few secocds 
the knite will he quite clean and pol- 
ished, and only requjre wiping with 
a duster. To clean a knife on a board 
In the English fashion takes twice tho 
time and labor. 

To Mend Table Linen.— Always do 
this before Bending to the wash. Pro- 
vide yourself with nourishSng cotton 
in difEerent slies, according to the 
fineness or coarseness of your linen. 
Paste a piece of stiff pEper over the 
bole on the right side, and then dam 
very eareiuiij with the nourishing 
thread on the wrong. The dam should 
reach bait an Inch beyond the tear on 
all sidci and the crossing must be 
very neatly and accurately done. It 
Is really more satisfactory to mend 
these piaces before tiey reach the hole 
stage, and takes far less Ume.
